— whatever they are— In Cleveland. The 
Senator bluntly told the irate mayor of 
Cleveland that the federal budget must 
be cut, and that he could not support 
for Ohio "something which I would op­ 
pose for arftther State."

Three weeks ago, xxrhcn the 
Dave Beck-Teamaters Union mess 
was first aired in Washington, D. 
C., I opened my big. fat typewrit­ 
er and opined that "only a revo­ 
lution sparked by red rage and 
indignation wjthin the union rank 
and file" would lead to union re­ 
form and rectitude. 
I expected an onslaught of ang­ 
ry letters, telling me to take a 
running jump into the lake minus 
water wings. Well, there has been 
a deluge of angry letters hut not 
quite in the vein I had anticipated' 
The rank and file of Teamsters 
Is mad as hops, not so much at 
me as at union officials. 
The 
union writers, all of whom had the 
courage to sign their names, ad­ 
dresses and the numbers of their 
respcttive locals, are angry with 
me—and deservedly. I fear— in 
the light of further Senate revela­ 
tions, mainly because I did not 
realige the dangers and difficul-’ 
ties of a revolt to the*rank and 
file. 
THE 
FIRST LETTER that 
brought me up short, and was 
later echoed in many others, said 
fn part, "The naivete of your 
column on the Teamsters Union 
verges on ignorance of unionism 
and its bosses. Show me a man, 
not today hut a year ago or even 
two months ago 'when circum­ 
stances were different than now*, 
who would lead his fellow Team­ 
sters to clean up 
gnd I 
will show you a dead man. 
"A reformer in the Teamsters, 
even today with all the publicity 
of the Senate hearings, isn't a 
good insurance risk ” 
But the letter that really threw 
down the gauntlet and is typi­ 
cal of many reads, "I am a rank 
and file member of the Teamsters 
and drive a municioal sanitation 
truck here in <a Pacific Coast 
city*. 
"IF YOU WERE serious about 
this outrage and abuse by our 
Teamster president. Dave Bock, 
ahd others, tell me this: In thg 
event that these men are found 
guilty of misappropriation union 
funds to their own use. could I, 
as a dues paying member of this 
union, be allowed to file suit 
against these men in a court of 
Idw to recover this money they 
took, which is rightfully mine* 


"I am more than willing to file 
this suit to get our union a clean 
bill of health and to keep Cong­ 
ress from enacting laws to kill 
our union. But here is my prob­ 
lem: I am like any other little 
rank-and-file member who lives 
from hand-to-mouth each xxTok. 
I have a wife and three children 
to support on tiike-homc pay of 
SW) 73, minus union dues. 
We 
just make out 
"1 AM HANDICAPPED by lack 
of financial means with which 
to show my indignation and rage 
at these abuses of our leaders. Aa 
God is my witness. I am just as 
outraged a^ you by these things, 
and there are lots more like me. 
Rut I am tied hand and foot for 
lack of means to act. 
"Yet I feci like you threw a 
challenge at me in your column. 
So I am throwing the challenge 
hack at you by asking von how a 
little man like me can act. Tell 
me the name of someone with 
authority I can talk to and get 
results and not beat up. 
"Un less so m e o n e can help 
us little guys to help ourselves in 
this union situation, we will just 
have to go on suffering the abus­ 
es I can truthfully sav that I am 
trying to do something in the 
meantime." 
This is telling me to put up or 
shut up, as the writer has every 
right to do. I wish I had some 
better solution, but in the mean­ 
time I have sent these letters on 
to Senator John McClellan and his 
Senate group invcstigatipg the 
Teamsters Union. I have passed 
the buck, but I hope to the right 
people for proper action.

University of Cali­ 
fornia. told agricultural commis­ 
sioners meeting here today that 
expanded operations are now be­ 
coming possible against pests such 
as tha spotted alfalfa aphid, cater 
pillars, red mite, various forest 
insects and tha Egyptian claver 
weevil.

Professor Clausen said 
im­ 
ported parasites that attack the 
spotted alfalfa aphid have become 
established 
at

•'Our pafasite distribution pro­ 
gram has been greatly facilitated

Mrs. McAlister said she found 
general stam p collecting im prac­ 
tical since stam ps would be hard 
to file and the collection would, of 
necessity, be incomplete in speci­ 
fic categories. 
Stamp Specialization 
"I decided to collect by subjects 
and I chose music and medicine," 
she said. 
"My husband is a phy­ 
sician. and 1 had hoped to inter­ 
est him in stam p collecting with 
the 
medical 
stamps, 
but 
this 
proved fruitless." 
Mrs. McAlister concentrated on 
fine arts stam ps, including paint­ 
ing. 
sculpture 
and 
architecture, 
reproduced on stamps. 
Her interest in writing about her 
collection led her to edit the 14- 
page bi-monthly publication which 
has subscribers in countries from 
Australia to the Belgian Congo. 
Catalogues 25.000 
Mrs. McAlister 
estimated 
she 
had catalogued upwards of 25.000 
stamps. 
Mrs. McAlister has built up a li­ 
brary of travel guide bo^ks, art 
books and magazines and a file of 
correspondence with other collec­ 
tors. 
"Getting the information on the 
story behind the stamp is often 
more interesting than getting the 
stam p," she said. 
She advised anyone considering 
the hobby to start their collections 
"just for the fun of it."
